Telegraph' company. 


Chtirch bells began ringing, 10,000 


workmen from the suburbs marched 
into the center o£ the city and a short 
time later violent firing was heard, it 
was said. 


The mob is reported to have begun 


plundering shops. 


The dispatch characterizes the condi- 


tion now prevailing in Munich as vir- 
tually those of civil war.

day and the chamber where the diet 
was in session was invaded by a mob.

phone shortly before noon, the assassin- 
ation is deplored by officials.

these days is lucky. The decision of the 
supreme court, seating Judye Harvey 
C. Smith as secretary of state m place 
of William D. Fulton will probably be 
followed by the submission of a consti- 
tutional amendment covering the point 
at issue in the Smith-Fulton contest. 


It is suggested, 
inasmuch 
as the 


highest court has 
decided 
that 
only 


members of the common pleas and su- 
preme courts are barred from seeking 
other office while still upon the bench, 
that the constitution should be re\ised 
to bar also men upon the probate and 
appellate 
courts. 
There is general 


recognition of the fact that it does not 
conduce to an 
efficient, 
independent 


conduct of any court to have its judges 
out seeking other political honors. The 
attempt to take justice out of politics 
has a sound basis and any situation 
tending to check the effort merits ser- 
ious consideration. 


Courts will never be taken out of 


politics or be wholly independent of 
politics, as Ions as judges are elected 
by popular 
vote. Yet 
the 
effort 
is 


worth while to reduce as far as possible 
the influences tending to tinge justice 
with partisanship. 
Non-party ballots 


and the primary may help. 
But the 


a\er.is;e judge, desiring re-election at 
the end of his term, can never quite 
dismiss political "ifs'' and "ands" from 
his deliberations. The situation would 
be made much worse if judges were to 
be free to use their positions on the 
bench to court 
non-judicial 
political 


honors. 


It is well to have the whole situation

The man of the 
house was in the army for 6 years and 
has been discharged since the war is 
ended. 
He knows a few about the 


army life too. He has two little girls, 
the youngest one did not know him 
when he got home. He is a good heart- 
ed, fellow and hates the Kaiser and his 
bunch. 
I have a'nice little bunch of 


coins for 
souvenirs of the 
different 


countries we have been in except Eng- 
land. 
I failed to save any of them 


when we first came over. We are get- 
ting plenty to eat and our White "oread 
is a novelty to 'the Germans.

bread is the color of our chocolate cake. 


"The man of the house just Drought 


up a dish of different shaped cookies 
and a bunch of'apples for our Christ- 
mas present, Dec.'25th. Christmas day 
an Germany. There is about an inch of 
snow on the ground today, the first 
snow I have seen here fell Thursday 
night. 
"We did not have any extras for 


dinner today as chicken or pork could 
not be had, so we had beefsteak, mash- 
ed potatoes, onions, apple sauce, olives 
and you know how good olives are. 
'oh my."
